of brick tor the accommodation of him¬ 
self and the inferior officers of the County- 
We know not but these reports may all 
l.e correct, but wc do know that a few 
days since we examined a building said 
to have been erected for the purposes 
who i above mentioned, by the properly eonsli. 
tu'.ed authorities, and which, in our opin¬ 
ion, is admirably adapted to the uses lor 
which it was designed. It is a handset))" 
and commodious building, forty feet wide, 
filly feet long and two stories in night. 
The lower story is ten feet high and con¬ 
tains offices for the clerk, recorder, treas¬ 
urer and sheriff, together with a grand 
jury room. Two flights of stairs lead to 
the second story, which is fourteen ftei 
high, and contains the Court room and 
two jury rooms. The Court room is forty 
one feet by thirty nine. A neat bar en¬ 
closes the judge’s desk, two separate jury 
boxes anil ample space for the clerk, wit¬ 
nesses, counsel and other parties engaged 
in suits. The space outside of the bur is 
arranged in slips, which will comfortably 
seat one hundred and eighty or two hun¬ 
dred persons. All of the rooms arc ceiled* 
and well lighted mul ventilated. 1 he ex¬ 
ternal appearance of the building has 
drawn forth many expressions of admir¬ 
ation for its neatness and correct propor¬ 
tions Its style is the Grecian Doric, 
which is otic of the most appropriate lor 
a public building. 

In connection with this subject, we can 
not forbear alluding to the disproval ma¬ 
nifested by the poo, - rally, of the 

course pursued by the County Auditor in 
refusing to obey the repeated orders of 
the Court of Sessions, directing him to 
draw his warrants upon the Buildin 
Fund in lavor of the contractors.

C ATT l b THIEVES HUNG. 

Mr. Stratton lias favored us with the 
particulars of the execution of three cattle 
thLAes on the San Joaquin, on the 22 J 
inst. His account does not differ material¬ 
ly* from the following which we take 
from the Republican of Sunday last; 

•‘On Friday night, 19th inst., twenty-live 
head of cattle were stolen from the ranch 
of Livermore and Runnells, in Contra 
Costa county. Early the next morning 
parties started in all directions in search 

of the thieves and cattle. Mr. J. A. Neal, 
a stock dealer, accompanied by another 
man, struck their trail on Saturday, and 
followed .t through the mountains till 12 
M. that night. In the morning, on striking 
out into the plains, he discovered where 
a calf had been butchered, and from some 
men encamped in the vicinity, he b anted 
that the cattle were driven by three trieiq 
Mr. N. kept tip the pursuit till Sunday 
morning, when he vcrliaulr.l the parly 
in the vicinity ofSmitlt & Johnson-, ranch, 
near the San Joaquin river. 

These men proved to bo three of the 
most desperate in n in the county, named 
Salvador Baldrcs, Jose Stuar and Juan T 
Gonzales—the first nam* d a Californian’ 
and the two latter Chilenos. Neal, well 
tin* assistance of a neighbor, took two of 
the party prisoners. The third drew his 
revolver, but before be hud time tu fire 
one of his persuers shot him in the face, 
lie immediately put spurs to his horse and 
crossed the river. After a chase of eight 
miles, lie was captured by Neal and 
brought back. On Monday morning, 
thirty or forty of the citizens assembled, 
and pr. posed that the prisoners should be 
tried on the spot. It was decided that 
evidence should be heard before con 
deinning the prisoners. The people were 
cool, calm and collected on the occasion, 
but the proof was such that all present 
were satisfied with their guilt’ and the 
verdict was, that they should be taken to 
a large oak, a short distance off, and there 
hung by the neck till dead. 

On arriving nt the fatal spot, the Cali¬ 
fornian made a confession. He said he 
had committed many crimes; that he had 
stolen horses and cattle in the lower 
Country last October, was arrested by the 
Sheriff and made his escape; that he was 
connected with a large band of cattle 
thieves, fifteen of whom were now on 
th'ir wav from Southern California; that 
he saw one of the number (Jose Ferrir) 
eight days since, on his way up to Jack- 
son to grt the remainder of the band in 
that neighborhood, toussist in taking sfivk 
from Livermore, and others in that vicini¬ 
ty ; and that tin- four horses in their pos¬ 
session were stolen ten days since from 
i’imolc Ranch; also that he had murdered 
seven men during his lifetime. He promis¬ 
ed the people that if they would accom¬ 
pany him he vvou d deliver the whole 
hand into their hands ; he was willing to 
die for the many sins he had committed 
and hoped the people would forgive him 
7'he others had but little to say, but ac 
kuowledged ihe justness of their sentence, 
and said they were willing to die. On the 
person of one of them a note was found, 
written by one of the baud, stating that 
they must unite and operate together in 
future; that they had been too widely 


TERRIBLE EXPLOSION 1 

7 'lic following account of the terrible 
explosion on the Pearl, on Saturday t ve¬ 
iling last, is from the S. J. Republican ; 

7'he steam boat “Pearl,” from Marys¬ 
ville, was in sight of Sacramento when her 
boiler exploded, making a compleete 
wreck ol the boat, and scalding and kil¬ 
ling many ot the passengers. She had on 
board 140 jasseugers, ol whom 35 were 
Chinamen. The upper deck was blown 
oil, and crowds of passengers clung to ii as 
the mass flouted dow n the river. The boat¬

It is thought 50 lives were lost. A 
dozen persons were blown into the air.

was lost. Mr. Keither, Adams, & Co.’s 
messenger, had just gone alt and left his 
letter-bag with Mr. McBride,unci was thus 
suvt d.

The body of Col Ander¬ 
son was taken to a private bouse, and will 
be buried to-morrow.
